Then at the inquest over Mike Vin- 
ci’s body, Sam Vinci, his brother, shot 
and killed John Minatti, another of 
the Gennaro relatives. Sam Vinci's 
trial for that killing starts tomorrow. 

Attorney Frank McDonnell, who is 
to defend Sam Vinci; appeared at noon 
yesterday before Judge William N. 
Gemmil, who is to preside at the trial. 
McDonnell asked the protection ‘of the 
court for himself and the remaining 
Vincis, including Sam, who is in the 
county jail. He said he had intended 
to expose the south side Sicilian boot- 
leg ring in Sam’s defense. 


Peppe Was to Be Witness. 


McDonnell said he also intended to 
use the dead Peppe as a witness be- 
cause of the dying remark of Mike 
Vinci relating to “ Peppe” or “ Peppi,”’ 
the shortening of Giuseppi.

Thomas Merrick, 65 years old, and 
Joseph E. Murtin, 60 years old, both 
railroad employés, supposedly switch- 
men, were found dead, their bodies 
badly battered, yesterday in Murtin’s 
room on the fourth floor at 238 East 
16th street.

of Chicago. In that respect it is dif- 
ferent from the other suburban steam 
. Hines, except the Rock Island. 

It does not follow that the largest 
suburban carrier is the speediest, the 
most comfortable and receives the 
largest income. That may be an at-

Generally speaking, these figures re- 
late to rides within the suburban ter- 
ritory. They represent more than 
commutation fares collected on subur- 
ban trains. Commutation tickets are 
accepted on through trains of the Bur- 
lington within the suburban zone, as is 
the rule on other roads. Also some 
persons ride suburban trains at 
through railroad rates. They buy a 
one-way, or round trip ticket, or pay 
cash fare: All those riders are in- 
cluded in the above tabulation. 


Heavy Non-Commuter Fares. 


In the course of a year, the one 
way, round trip tickets, and cash fares 
total a large amount. These pas- 
sengers on suburban trains paid the 
Northwestern $290,515, the Illinois Cen- 
tral $257,983, the Burlington $212,189, 
the Rock Island $188,123, the St. Paul 
$93,380, and the Western Indiana $675. 
But the great bulk of the suburban 
train travelers ride for less than 2 
cents a mile, while the occasional rider 
pays the through train rate of 3.6 
cents per mile.

Mast Fight It Out. 

The issue between these two men 
must be fought out, but the rea] issue 
is a far more serious one, and that is 
the destruetion of the victor. There 
formed about a year ago what is 
known as the Yangtze Federation. 
Thus far it lacks coherence and is a 
series of local and provincial coali- 
tions. In time—perhaps by spring— 
this slow-moving mass will become a 
concrete body and a leader for it will. 
arise. At the moment he is under 
cover; he may prove to be Wu Pei-fu. 


It was Wu Pei-fu who was the gen- 
eralissimo of the Chihli party, the 
nearest’ semblance to a legal govern- 
ment China has had since the over- 
throw of the Manchu dynasty nearly 
fifteen years ago. It was this party 
under the leadership of Tsao Kun that 
encompassed the defeat of the Anfu- 
Manchurian coalition headed by Tuan 
Chi-jui and Chang Tso-lin and backed 
by Japan. The Washington conference 
took the starch out of that coalition 
by putting a crimp on Japan that held 
her tightly in Manchuria. Since that 
time Japan has played Chang Tso-lin 
to the exclusion of Tuan Chi-jui, and, 
the last of the Anfu refugees quit the 
Japanese legation in Peking a year ago. 

In an effort to readjust the situation 
as much as possible the Chihli party, 
under the leadership of Tsao Kun, re 
stored the parliament and caused it to 
enact a constitution, and then Tsao 
Kun was elected to the presidency. It 
is freely charged, and probably is true, 
that Marshal] Tsac bought many of the 
votes that were cast for him. It is 
probably equally true that many of the 
votes cast against him also were 
bought. 

Builds Up a War Fund. 

Chang Tso-lin had retired to Mapn- 
churia after his defeat by the Chihli 
forces under the leadership of Mar- 
shal Wu Pei-fu in 1922, and as ruler 
of the three eastern provinces, which 
he had ed from the Peking 
government after his defeat, he set to 
work to build up a great army and a 
war chest through the issue of Man- 
which he forced 
upon the people. In the war of 1922

Then hve 
began to make heavy demands upon 
the Peking govérnment; he made a 
separate treaty with soviet Russia, and 
did other aggravating things. So in 
the autumn he was declared a rebel 


and President Tsao Kun sent Wu/'! 


Pei-fu against him, The Christian 
general was made commander of the 
third army, holding the left wing. He 
did not wish to quit Peking, with its 
rich pickings in the way of the 
Hatamen Octroi, the police, and other 
graft, and left Peking for the front 
in a sore mood. 

When in late October Wu Pei-fu’s 
right wing was engaged in a death 
struggle with the Manchurian hordes 
inside the wall near Shanhaikwan, the

(the desertion of Feng Yu-hsiang the 
| center army gave way and the death 
locked right wing was destroyed in the 
greatest debacle in China's modern 
history. The Christian general held 
Peking, drove the boy emperor and 
empress from the imperial palace, 
it, and then. set up the 
kuominchun, or peoples’ army. Pres- 
ident Tsao Kun and his chief followers 
were imprisoned on the first day of 
the coup d'etat, and those not put to 
death are still in jail and untried. 
Seeks Opium Revenue. 

Wu Pei-fu, without army or friends, 
fled to the upper Yangtze, to the neigh- 
borhood of Yochow, there to nurse his 
wounds. While the Christian general 
was consolidating himself in Peking 
the treachery aided Chang Tso-lin. He 
entered Tientsin, setting his Gen. Li 
Ching-lin up as governor of Chihli 
province, continyed to Shantung, put- 
ting his own man as governor there, 
and then on to Shanghai, where the 
bait of a $20,000,000 yearly opium reve 
nue attracted him.

Withdraws from Manchuria. 


Then began his movement to get rid 
of Chang Tso-lin in order that Feng, 
running true to Chinese form, might 
become the one great power in China: 
The Yangtze provinces naturally were 
eager to get rid of the Manchurian 
invader and began to exert pressure 
upon him, so much so that seeing he 
was stretched out from Mukden all the 
way to Shanghai, a distance of more 
than 1,500 miles, Chang T'so-lin began 
slowly to withdraw, at first under pres- 
sure of the newly formed Yangtze 
federation. Meantime Feng Yu-hsiang 
bad put some of his allies in possession 
of Honan province. Troops of this ele- 
ment moved eastward to the strategic 
city of Hsuchow and flanked Chang 
Tso-lin out of the Yangtze valley. 

Thus the retreat of the Manchurian 
war lord began. The army of Yueh 
Wei-chun, following him northward 
from Hsuchow, kept pressure on his 
rear and the Tiger began te with- 
draw through the Wall into his own 
provinces. 

Then the situation entered a new 
phase, in November of last year. 
Gen. Kuo Sung-ling, who had been 
a subordinate in Manchuria, thought 
it was nearly over with his old chief, 
so he set out from Mukden. for the 
south to block his retreat and enable 
the armies in his rear to come_up 
and crush him. Here the Japanese 
took a hand. They threw a large 
force of soldiers into Mukden for the 
alleged protection of their nationals in 
that city, but really to pay an obliga- 
tion owed to Chang Tso-lin for favors 
received and others promised. 


Feng Takes Tientsin.

Storage in Lake 
Superior accounts for three inches; di- 
versions by canals from Lake Erie, two 
inches, and enlargement of the Lake 
Huron outlets, dight inches. Thus 
these causes have lowered the levels 
twenty-six inches. ~Diversion at Chi- 
cago has caused only a five inch drop. 

William Nelson Pelouze, chairman 
of the Illinois commission on the Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence Deep Waterway, 
in an analysis issued yesterday, treats ; 
the diversion at Chicago as a naviga- 
tion necessity if the middle west is to 
meet the competition of the Panama 
cana] and the advantages it gives the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Chicago Shippers Handicapped. 

“It costs a manufacturer in Chi- 
cago,” he says, ‘“‘more to ship his 
products to either the Atlantic cr Pa- 
cific coast than it does his seaboard 
competitor at New York to ship the 
same product all the way to the Pa- 
cific coast by the Panama cana!. 

. “The second class freight rate from 
Chicago to San Francisco in less than 
carload lots is $4.43 per hundred 
weight.

Vote to Table Defeated. 


The Democrats, with the single ex- 
ception of Senator King [Dem., Utah], 
lined up solidly against the motion to 
table. They were joined by a dozen 
Republicans, with the result that the 
motion to table was defeated by a 
vote of 38 to 41. It looked as though 
Senator Copeland finally had won out. 
When the direct motion to take up 
the resolution, however, was put 
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to enable the administration to defeat 
it by a vote of 88 to 41. 

Just before these votes were taken a 
new move toward a strike settlement 
was launched on behalf of the Demo- 
crats by Senator Robinson [(Dem., 
Ark.], minority leader. Senator Robin- 
son introduced a bill creating a board 
of industrial adjustments to deal with 
the present anthracite strike situation 
and with future coal difficulties. 

 RRebinson Bill Provisions.

OS ANGELES, Cal. — Sentiment 

for a uniform traffic ordinance 

is sweeping the cities and towns

It seems 
probable that this section will be the 
first in the United States to have city 
laws governing motor vehicles con- 
form approximately to a single stand- 
ard. 

To introduce the proposed plan 
throughout southern California, the 
legal department of the club recently 
sent to the. attorneys for more than 
200 towns and cities copies of an or- 


eral adoption. These attorneys were 
asked to consider the proposed law 
thoroughly and to give any assistance 
they could in bringing it to perfec: 
tion for presentation to the law making 
bodies of the various communities. 
Replies received so far from the at- 
torneys to whom the law was. submit- 
ted are highly favorable and many con- 


keen interest on the part of communi- | 
ties and a desire to make their local 
laws conform with those of other com- | 

The proposed ordinance is the re-| 
sult of joint labors on the part of the} 
public safety and legal departments of | 
the ¢lub, aided by Dr. Miller McClin- 
tock; director of the bureau Qf jraffic 
research of the University of Cali- 
fornia. It is believed that a uniform | 
law is more important in this section | 
than any other of the country, in 
view of the enormous number of motor | 
vehicles owned here and the large) 
number of touring motorists from all) 
sections of the country. 

It has long been held a bad-situa- 
tion to have laws governing motor ve- 
hicles changed with the passing of the 
limits of different communities as this 
contributes to unintentional law break- 
ing and the incidental conflict with the 
authorities. Should the proposed uni- 
form traffic law be generally adopted, 
as now seems probable, the motorist 
will have only one set of, traffic rules 
to memorize and visiting tourists may 
travel free throughout southern Cali- 
fornia in the knowledge that they will 
be governed by the same law in one 
town as in another.

GOOD TO YANKS, 
VIEW OF BRITONS 


BY HARPER LEECH. 
Varying views of American polictes 
and prospects by three Britons of wide- 
ty different stations in life and parti- 


sans of different theories of human 
society have been widely read in the 
last few days. Laid side by side they 
tell us a great dea] about ourselves. 
The gentiemen who have diagnosed us 
are: Morgan Jones, Laborite member of 
parliament; Lord Rothermere, North- 
cliffe’s successor, newspaper man and 
industrtalist, F. C Goodenough, chair- 
man of’ Barciay’s bank, sharing the 
theories of finance and worild politics 
that one finds in high fimance here, espe- 
cially Atlantic coast finance. 
Jones is frankty disgusted with us 
Mammon owns America, he says. But 
evidently Mammon prevails here, prin- 
ctpally because his subjects earn enough 
money to buy Mammon’s goods. Get 
this: “ The people are very well dressed 
—far better dressed on the whole than in 
London. You could not easily pick out 
the members of one class from another 
in the streets as you can here. The 
stenographer, let us say, was as well 
dressed as the wife of the director of the 
firm for which she worked.” 
How come? 
Call Rothermere to the stand. He talks 
in a familiar strain: “It is a well estab- 


| lished fact that the wage curves of the 
‘ various countries of the worid follow the 


curves of their ower development. 
Standardization, simplicity, and cheap- 
ness are the benefits that directly accrue 
from the large scale electrical adminis- 
tration of the United States, 
“ In Great Britain, on the contrary, our 
totally inadequate production of power 
is carried on under a petty and parochia! 
system of methodless muddle. If we 
continue to flounder tn the swamp of 
obsolete organization we shall assuredly 
end in economic collapse.” 
Now for Goodenough—intriguing name 
indeed. 
Summarizing his recent speech, Mr. 
John Steele, Trrsunez London corre- 
spondent, cabled: “He said that the 
temporary threat of New York to take 
London’s place as the world’s money 
market now had passed, the tndustria] 
activity in the United States was absorb- 
ing all available money and the world 
was now turning to London for fresh 
capital for development. This is of the 
greatest possible tmportance, as it means 
a permanent increase of invisible ex- 
ports.” 

—~o— 
Get that “ tnvisibte exports.” It means 
interest received by Engtand with which 
to pay for food imported. Invisible ex- 
ports are indeed not visible in the form 
of fur coated stenos. Gentlemen who 
pine for a financially supreme America 
may be patriotic, but the great masses 
may congratulate themselves that “ th® 
industrial activity in the United States 
was absorbing all available money ”"— 
and even that sounds exaggerated, when 
one notes our own healthy market for 
foreign bonds. 
Load up the’ old pipe with this coinci- 
dence and smoke it a bit. Gentlemen 
who share Mr. Goodenough’s point of 
view in this country were for the United 
States joining the world court. Charley 
Schwab and his kind, who created both 
wealth ’ jobs, were against it.

Possibly Loose Connections.

apparently “insensitive” condi- 
tion of the receiving set may be caused 
by a loose connection in the antenna 
or ground wires. It is a simple matter 
to examine the ground wire and deter- 
mine if it ie intacts This should be 
‘done while the set is tuned to the local 
staton, and particular attention should 
be given to the point of contact of | 
the ground wire. In the event of an | 
insecure contact a grating sound will | 
be produced in the phones or loud 
ef when the wire is shaken 
slightly. 
Looking the Baticries Over. 
Examine the wires leading from the 
batteries to ascertain that there are 
no loose connections. Be sure .that 
the connections are not reversed. 
An idea of dry cell “A’’ battery con- 
tition may be obtained by noting the 
settings of the rheostats. If the sig- 
nals increase in volume as the rheo- 
slats are turned around to the right 
the dry cells should be discarded. If 
the voltage of a “B” battery unit 
normally registering 22.5 drops below 
li, the battery should be thrown away. 


Overhaul Set Once a Year. 


If the tubes are intact and the set is 
incapable of producing sounds it prob- 
ably has some rather serious derange- 
ment which cannot be readily located 
by the home service plan. 

The most common source of trouble 
Within the radio set is in the electron 
tube or the sockets. Connect the phones 
to the set eo that the minimum Amount 
of amplication is. used, then ascertain 
Which tubes are functioning, by remov- 
ing all others from the sockets. 

Attention may be called to the grid 
a4. It should be removed to ascer- 
tain the effect upon any noises in the 
head phones.’ If dirt has accumulated 
between the plates of variable con- 
densers it should be carefully removed. 
Loose connections to the rotating con- 
Genser plates are often a source of trou- 
be, This will generally be made evi- 
dent by rotating the condenser knobs 
end listening for scratchy sounds in 
the head phones. Every radio set

Today the pendulum has swung far 
in the opposite direction.

form of transit be the aeroplane, 

the traveling rug, or the Alaska 
dog slédge, I really can’t see that there 
is any special category of “traveling 
clothes."”” More and more, in fact, the 
transcontinental trains and the trans- 
Atlantic steamers resemble hotels and 
those who voyage upon them wear ex- 
actly the same things which they 
might if they were sojourning at a 
hotel. | 

There is one difference, however. Go 
into the dining car and you find most 
women attired as they might be for the 
Ritz. On the other hand, if you wan- 
der into the dining salon, you are like- 
ly to find nearly every sister in sports 
clothes. From this it is immediately 
apparent that, Wwhefeas the train cor- 
respondents in its sartorial demands to 
a city hotel, the great ocean gray- 
hound is, in spirit,.a resort hostelry. 

But, although this old myth of 
“traveling clothes” is losing its hold 
upon us, although the modern system 
of transit doesn’t requisition many 
other costumes than those which we 
need for street. or sports, the subject 
continues to be treated respectfully by 
almost al] fashion experts. And from 
time to time I receive in my mail some 
such communication as this: “I am 
going to Europe. Will you please tell 
me what I shall need for the steamer?”’ 

In deference to tradition, I am tak- 
ing up this venerable subject today 
and my greup of sketches is devoted to 
various possibilities of attire for the 
prospective traveler. Taking these up 
in orderly fashion, we come first to 
the little crépe frock at the left. 

Now, dark crépe, as we all know, is 
as practical for travel as is a letter of 
credit. This particular model would be 
excellent for a long trip: on the train 
and it’s exactly the sort of thing which 
we might choose for the embarking or 
disembarking moments of a steamer 
journey. * 

What makes this little mddel so aw- 
fully smart? Well, I wish all examina- 
tion papers were so easy; It’s the ar- 
rangement of the plaits. This, to- 
gether with the fact that our French 
frock of flat crépe is carried out in two 
tones, is responsible for its air of dis- 
tinction. 

I really don’t think anything else ex- 
cept profiles contrive to be so various 
as the types of plaited crépe frocks 
suitable for travel. Many of such

models marsha] their trucks in the 
geometric effects so beloved of Vionnet, 
and, even when the result is not some- 
thing familiar to the geometry class, 
the plaiting usually gets its effective- 
ness from cross currents. In this 
mode] the only opposition offered to the 
diagonal course of plaits is undertaken 
by the choker collar, which chooses to 
run its ornamentation horizontally. 
That. slight argument, however, makes 
for variety, a variety otherwise up- 
held by the irregularity of the vestee. 


Suits are always good for travel, 
especially that which takes place on 
land. Who can doubt it after seeing 
that photograph of our fascinating 
Gloria Swanson, in which she appears 
"on the observation car in a tailleur 
with short, mannish jacket? For, after 
all, sisters, Gloria has her own indi- 
vidual French dressmaker, just as most 
of us have our own individual tooth- 
brushes. 


Second from the left we are showing 
one of the new ideas on the subject of 
tailored suits. This originated. with 
Cheruit and is here developed in covert 
cloth, which may be either in natural 
tone or in midnight blue. The smart 
features of this model consist of the 
double breasted jacket with its upward 
closing, and of a white piqué waist- 
coat. In the back you will find a nar- 
row belt held at the right side by a 
buckle. 

The skirt of this Cheruit tailleur hap- 
pens to have a double set of inverted 
plaits at each side. This brings us 
to some new and electrifying news 
about jacket suits. You know O’Ros- 
sen, the king of Paris suitmakers? 
Well, O’Rossen has just made up for 
the spring season a number of jaunty 
models with perfectly plain skirt. Not 
a single godet appears in these and 
their straight line is sustained by short 
jackets, which are often completed by 
that familiar apparition, the string 
belt. 

There seems to be no doubt about it. 
The suit is coming back this spring 
to resume its old position in society. 
It is being made up in all the familiar 
mannish mixtures, and it is also em- 
phasized in navy blue and a light gray. 
Of course, the browns and beiges are 
never allowed to languish, but one 
can't sing too often, “ The gray dawn 
is breaking '’—rather, “ breaking in.” 
In wraps and suits, in street frocks 
and afternoon models, one is destined 
to enjoy the society of this neutral 
tint.

t often requires as much, or greater, 
insight to analyze our ideas into their 
primitive constituents, as to build up 
still more complicated ideas on the 
basis of them. 

Now the chief characteristic of Ein 
stein’s theory is that it takes us be 
hind our present ideas about space, 
tire and matter, to the primitive 
reality out of which we have built up 
those ideas. We can see the nature 
of the theory most clearly if we begin 
at the end. Imagine some entirely 
fresh, inexperienced intelligence to be 
suddenly put in a field in our world 
on a summer day. This intelligence 
has at first a general awareness of the 
field, and everything in it, as a whole. 
We will suppose that this intelligence 
is essentially a human intelligence, 
and that after a little it begins 
to discriminate. It beings to dis- 
tinguish parts of the field from other 
parts of the field. What sort of dis- 
crimination will this be? The intelli- 
gence will be aware of itself and of the 
field. We suppose the intelligence has 
a body; this will give it, as it were, 
a center to worm from. It will begin 
to distinguish between here and there. 
Suppese the intelligence has been 
watching a wasp on a flower. The 
wasp and the flower make just one 
indivisible whole for it. The whole 
thing—wasp and flower—is_ there. 
Presently the wasp detaches itsebf 
from the flower and settles on the 
hand of the intelligence. Part of the 
object that was there is now here. 
And if the wasp now stings the hand 
of the intelligence this event will occur 
after the wasp had formed one object 
with the flower. Here and there, be- 
fore and after, introduce the notions 
of space and time. And if the intelli- 
gence agreed that the same wasp ap- 
peared on his hand as was on the 
flower, he would obtain the idea of 
objects that persisted in space and 
time—that were the same at different 
parts of space and at different points 
of time. He would thus begin to form 
the notion of matter.

The Fourth Dimension. 


Now we do not profess that this is 
an accurate account of how much an 
intelligence would split up the primitive 
reality into space, time, and matter, 
nor do we say that this is the actual 
path that has been pursued by the 
intelligence which culminates in man. 
We have introduced this illustration 
to give the reader some preliminary 
inkling of what is meant when we 
say that Einstein’s theory has com- 
bined space, time, and matter into one 
unity. If the main idea is once grasped, 
however imperfectly, the way to un- 
derstanding the broad outlines of the 
theory is made easy, although the de- 
tails can only be followed by skilled 
mathematicians. The theory asserts 
that the actual reality which under- 
lies all the manifestations we experi- 
ence is neither spatial nor temporal 
nor material, but a blend of al) three. 
It is we who have split up the original 
unity into the three entirely different 
things we call space, time, and matter, 
and we have performed this feat either 
because it was a very useful way of 
dealing. with reality, or because our 
minds could not function in any other 
way. 

Einstein’s theory states that, from 
the point of view of science, there is 
no essential difference between. time 
and the three “dimensions” (length, 
breadth, thickness) of space. Science 
is not. concerned with owr feelings 
about the differences. Before and after 
appears to us as a much more funda- 
mental difference than before or be- 
hind, above or below, right or left. But 
Einstein has proved that time enters 
into physical phenomena in the same 
way as the directions in space. That 
is what is meant by saying that the 
world is four-<dimensional Everything 
which happens, happens somewhere at 
some time. Two events are separated 
from one another not only by their 
position in space but by their position 
in time. Now all this is fairly 
elementary. But Winstein takes us a 
big step further. He asked a question 
which nobody had asked till then. Is 
the space and time interval which 
separates two events the same for 
everybody?
